In a form er letter I spoke of Mr. Burlingam e as 
packing up for Berlin, his next destlnaUon. His tour 
over the rest of Europe will be nothing elso than a 
truiraphal m arch. 
Everyw here hU arrival is looked 
for w ith eagerness, If not Im patience, and a t every 
court ho will m eet w ith the utm ost readiness In grant­ 
ing him all the privileges already conceded to him In 
the countries ne has visited. 
The only difficulties he 
ha<l to fear for the objects of his m ission were all con­ 
centrated In England. For many years the com m er­ 
cial enterprise of these energetic people had lostoned 
on riiin a as a splendid placer, w hich only required 
industrious w orking to yield profiu as large aa liml 
been extracted in the past from their Indian posses- 
•Ions. The home governm ent, w ith the some sa­ 
ga- ity displayed through all their colonial career, 
heartily encouraged these patriotic efforts, and gun­ 
boats and missionaries have been w anting to pro- 
m<)i<> tho cause of English civilization in China. 
France and Riiasla understood the little game, but 
liistciKl of checking It thought It tnelr Inierost 
Biiaiily to join In, and poor John Chlnam aa w as on 
the nigh road to civilization and spoliation. Already 
thii renow ned W all of China, th a t for so m any centu­ 
ries had grinned dofianco a t the ‘’ouU ldc barba- 
riim ,” was breached, and tho reprcscnU tlvcs of the 
elorcaald Powers w ere in su iled in com fort and 
sanay iii the sacred capital of the em pire. The end 
of all this, and at no vary distant day, w ould have

An Incident o f the I.Ate R iot* in P aris. 
One of the victim s of the unlaw ful arre.sts of last 
week has w riueu a m inute and Interesting acoount 
of his captivity, and published It la the J ournal des 
Debats ot the 20th u lt.: -

¡Spanish question in Europe and .Xniorica, and 
Iho signs of the times indicate that the adniin- 
'siralion has awakened to the emergency and 
is disjiosed to enter with vigor upon the path 
of action. 
General Sickle.s, our new Minister 
to Spain, has been hurried off to his jiost with 
full and positive instructions adequate to the 
new aspect of aff.iirs, and a cursory review of 
the field will throw much light upoa the pro­ 
bable results to follow from the new jroint of 
departure. 
Spain has emerged from a great 
contest within her.self with a wonderful solu­ 
tion of the great European problem of govern­ 
ment, which, though spoken of as a temporary 
and transitory form, ofTers more elements of 
permanency than do half of the dynasties of 
the Old World. 
A monarchy without a king 
is a republic in essence, respecting at once the 
constitutional liberties of the people and the 
prejudices of a society long accustomed to 
monarchical institutions. 
As a novelty in the field of politics its great 
dilemma Is the financial question, and the 
revolution in Cuba has come at a singularly 
inoppDrtune moment to increase its complica­ 
tions. 
Instead of receiving the usual rem it­ 
tances from that island, and having its stable 
trea.siiry to draw iqiori in the emergencies of 
the .State, the Ministry find.s itself urgently 
called upon for large supplies of men and 
money to maintain the authority of the me­ 
tropolis over its revolted colouy. 
This fact 
has already exercised so great an influence 
over the measures of the Spanish Cabinet that 
it has felt itself compelled, as we learu from 
a statement in the Inipnrcial, one of the Ma­ 
drid jmirnals, to j-equcst the editors in the 
capital to treat the Cuban question in such a 
way as to evince a disposition on the part of 
the people and government of Spain to accept 
any peaceful solution ol the situation which 
should be consistent with the national honor. 
There is but one.possiWe solution of this kind, 
and that is through a friemlly negotiation with 
our government, in which both may accept the 
changes that have now become inevitable. 
The attitude of Cuba in this emergency is 
one which lends itself to a peaceful solution. 
The history of nine months of revolutionary 
contest has shown to every reasoning man the 
impossibility of a forcible suppression of the 
insurrection, and the recent address of Gen­ 
eral Rodas, the new Captain General, to the 
editors in Havana, was a wise recognition of 
the ineflScacy of force. 
If he continues on 
this course and applies to the war now raging 
there the rules th at restrain civilized contests 
and Btope the inhuman butcheries of unresist­ 
ing prisoners, he will add a new element of 
strength to the possibility of a peaceful and 
honorable solution by Spain. 
The nineteenth 
century cannot accept the bloodthirsty pro­ 
ceedings of the Spanish volunteers, blinded as 
they are with passion and h ate; and if these 
continue with the sanction of the new regency 
in the peninsula the sympathies of the whole 
civilized world will be enlisted against it, and 
its efforte to find stability for its nile will meet 
with cold repulses on every side. 
It is in these new developments that we find 
an exjilanation of the seemingly contradictory 
professions and proceedings of the adminis­ 
tration at Washington. 
It perceives the ad­ 
vance of tho combatants by separate paths to 
the same solution—a negotiation with the 
United States. 
The republican. Céspedes, 
takes the longer road through war and its 
immense sacrifices, while the Regent, Serrano, 
appeals to the shorter one of existing triendly 
relations and the facilities of dijilomatic inter- 
cour.se. 
The latter can be soonest travelled, 
and should, therefore, be the first one tried ; 
blit the administration will be wise not to 
injure its own hopes by an extraordinary con­ 
descension to Spanish demands. 
If Spain 
could put down the revolution in Cuba she 
would not negotiate for the island, and her 
diplomacy will hasten or delay in its develop- i 
ment in proportion as her hopes rise or fall. 
Iter present conviction is that the revolution ' 
will find sympathy and aid in this country i 
and that with this she cannot successfully con- j 
tend. 
Convince her that our government will j 
guard her from any such contingency, and the j 
desire-s for a pacific solution will disappear I 
and our friendly overtures will receive the Í 
same rebuff they have so often before expe 
r i e n c e d , ___________

T h e CHoriens P earth . 


On the 4th of July, 177G, the British North 
American colonies south of the St. I.aw- 
rence were declared to bo free and indepen­ 
dent States. 
There were thirteen of them, 
extending along tho Atlantic coast down to 
Georgia. 
Now there are thirty-seven Slates 
and nine organized Territorios, together with 
tho Indian countrv between Arkansas and 
Texas, and last, but not least, Alaska, with its 
four hundred uud 
oiglity-soven 
thousand 
square miles—to say nothing of a string of 
islands stretching nearly across the Pacific 
ocean. 
The Ilag that ninety-three years ago 
ruled only a part of the Atlantic coast now rules 
both the Atlantic and the Pacific coasts, and 
all the Intermediate space, moro than half of 
which was a term incogtMa 
within 
the 
memory of the living generation. 
It has re­ 
quired less than one hundred years for the 
United Stales to expand to such vast propor­ 
tions the area of freedom and independence. 
Manifest destiny indicates a still wider pros­ 
pect of greatness and glory. 
The present 
year has witnessed the cowi>leUotl pf the 
Pacific Uaili oad, tho inauguration of the laying 
of the French cable, an extraordinary Influx 
of European and Asiatic immigration, and a 
Btartliug development of energy in other in­ 
strumentalities fur extending the power of the 
Great Republic. 
NolwitliBtaudiug the myste­ 
rious policy of the United Stales government 
in relation to Cuba, we have good reason to 
expect that Us annexation will soon bo effected 
by the very administration which 
has so 
promptly defeated the plans of filibustering 
violators of the neutrality laws. 
St Domingo 
and Hayti inii.st soon follow suit, and wo do not 
despair of seeing even Mexico annexed to tho 
United StaU's. 
As for her Britannic Majesty’s 
North American possessions, we rather think 
that their annexation will depend on the final 
decision of the Alabama claims. 
Meanwhile 
we are in no hurry to have these claims settled. 
We oan well afford to hide our lime. 
Meanwhile, also, we can joyfully celebrate 
to-day, the glorious 
Fourth (which is the 
fifth), inasmuch as we have peace, or, at least, 
the fairest pro.spects of peace. 
In tlii-s city the 
ninety-third anniversary of the Declaration of 
Independence will be commemorated bjr ring­ 
ing of bells and firing of cannon and display of 
flags and a fine military parade in the morning, 
the popping of innumerable fire-crackers, to 
thb delight of the boys and to the annoyance 
of everybody else, throughout tho day, and by 
dinner.s and speeches, illuminations and fire­ 
works, in tho evening. 
Thousands of our 
citizens will doubtless take advantage of the 
national holiday to make pleasant excursions 
in every direction out of town. 
The oppressive 
heats which usually are coincident with this 
date will not prevent “ the day we celebrate’’ 
from being universally observed, alike in town 
and country, with more enthusiasm than on any 
previous occasion since the war of the rebel­ 
lion began. 
Never before has the glorious 
Fuurtli been celebrated at so many points on 
so wide-spread a territory as it will be to-day. 
North, South, East and West, and oven so far 
off as in Alaska, It will be well remembered. 
Nor will it be forgotten by any patriotic Amer­ 
ican traveller, on land or at sea, in Europe, 
Africa or Asia.

escutcheon of California, a narrow and bigoded 
policy among her people on one jioiut, which, 
in view of their general broad Intelligence and 
largo grasp of mind, we are surprised as well 
os pained to see. 
Tho Golden Gale, as the 
representative city of our Pacific empire, has 
ill general exhibited a liberal policy and an eu- 
terjirising spirit in grasping the early indica­ 
tion» of coming greutno»», which h;v« been 
adequate to it» mission and ¡I» 
portentous 
future. 
But in tho one great duty which falls 
upon it as the pioneer in the movement 
of the 
mingling 
of 
the 
nations In the 
Western 
world 
it has 
boon wanting iu 
comprohensiou 
of tlie 
future, 
iu 
catho­ 
licity of feeling and in a projier appreciation 
of its own vast interests. 
Tho persecution 
which the intelligent portion of tho commu­ 
nity have permitted to be exercised towards 
the incoming millions from China and Japan 
is a wrong which, if not remedied at an early 
(lay, will bo equal to turning the imperial posi­ 
tion of the Queen of tho Pacific into tho lap of 
some more wise and just community. 
The advent of millions of industrious, fru­ 
gal, intelligent and docilo laborers from the 
teeming populations of China and Japan to our 
Pacific and Central 
regions is the coming 
event of the close ot the uinetoenlh century. 
With its development we aro to ontor upon an 
era of production, trade and material and intel­ 
lectual devjlopment such as has never before 
been witnessed by the world, and beside which 
the past growth of our own interests, now 
looked upon as so vast, will shrink into pigmy 
proportions. 
The great experiment of the 
mingling of nations under free institutions, 
and with the largest liberty for the labor and 
mind of man, is to bo developed upon our P a­ 
cific slope, and its swelling waves will speedily 
overrun the jdains of our Central and Southern 
regions. 
The Pacific Railroad will be but a 
rill for the sweep of its broad waters. 
Lying 
as it does at the very threshold of tliis mighty 
movement, the city of San Francisco can, if it 
chooses, guide the incoming tide and ri.se to 
greatnens upon it. 
But to do this it must slop all tho spirit of 
persecution which it has hitherto permitted to 
be exerci.scd toward tho Chinese immigrant by 
its population, and uphold the majesty of oiir 
laws and the sanctity of our treaties. 
It is but 
a few days since we saw announced the arrival 
of twelve hundred Chinese at San Francisco 
by sailing vessel, and already a body of men 
calling themselves the Miners’ Union call upon 
the white workmen to assemble and begin 
anew the work of persecution. 
If these things 
continue the best cotirso to be taken will be 
the building of a Chinese city at San Diego 
and the establishment of a rival to the Golden 
Gate. 
We are not sure that this result will 
not come anyhow. 
Our Chinese and Japanese 
could establish there a new centre under many 
advantages. 
They would obtain control of tho 
western terminus of the Southern Pacific road, 
which, after all, promises to be the shortest 
and best route between the two oceans. 
A 
Chinese city as a rival to S in Francisco, 
under the guarantees of the now amendments 
to the constitution, would soon become a for­ 
midable rival, and, animated with a more en­ 
larged, just and intelligent spirit than that 
now cxiiibited in the Golden Gate, would in 
ten years dispute the empire of the Pacific. 
There are not wanting intelligent minds in 
San Francisco who see the evil that will ac- 
crne to their city from this unwise and unjust 
persecution, and they already propose to take 
action by calling a public meeting of the citi­ 
zens to consider tho subject. 
The. evil is in­ 
creased by the old party hacks among the 
democrats there, who are pandering to tho 
ragamiifflns that get up the outcry, thinking to 
make political capital out of it. 
Both the law 
and our treaty ohligations are clear on the sub­ 
ject, and the Chinese who come to this country 
have all the rights that the Irish or Gorman 
emigrant can claim and that our own citizens 
are entitled to. 
It will be well for San Fran­ 
cisco if tho authorities there see the error of 
their ways and mend it before tho evil compels 
a remedy.

The H e '.’a l d, observing that in the 
game were all the elousat» whlob could com­ 
mend it as a <avorilp pastime, styled it the 
National Game, and fi otii that time to the pre­ 
sent tho young luea—and many of the old 
men—of tho country have adopted it as a 
means of recreation, uinaseineut and pbysicnl 
(levelopinent. 
1'hut the game pusscsKoa tho 
rcqiiisltea for affording reareation and relaxa- 
tion from il tily labor is plainly sliown by the 
numbers ot leading bii.sines.» and professional 
men who leave their ooimtors and.their studios, 
and, indulging in the sport, become ugaia as 
little children. 
That it afford» amusement is 
plainly shown by the thousands who flock to 
witness contests between any of the leading 
organizations. 
That il promotes the phydlcal 
development is attested beyond a doubt by the 
improved physique of those who practice with 
the bat and b'all. There is, in short, no moans or 
system ol outdoor sport wliich cau present tlia 
same advantages as the national game of base 
ball. 
Every portion of the physical system 
is brought into action, while the mind is sub­ 
jected, at tho samo timo, to a recreative coursa 
of treatmont. 
The eye is trained to take In at 
once tho entire situation ; the hearing is quick­ 
ened, to enable the player.» to note tho slight­ 
est click of a “ tip” and to understand the call 
of the umpire or tho order of the cap! aim» 
when the other faculties arc intent on some 
other point; the judgment is exercised so as 
to enable the player to decide instantly on the 
best course of action to benefit his party, and 
the muscular strength is developed by the run­ 
ning, throwing, pitching and batting in which 
all take part during the contest. 
The game has now been reduced to a science, 
and the objection which was formerly made to 
it, on tho ground that, compared to cricket, U 
was child’s play, can no longer be raised. 
It 
was considered by some as being too danger­ 
ous ; fingers were broken and tho players were 
otherwise wounded, while In cricket the men 
could pad themselves so that they would not 
be hurt. 
Is it an objection to swimming that 
people are drowned sometimes ? or to skating, 
that people are hurt by collisions or falls on 
the ice ? 
Besides, the fact that the players at 
base ball unflinchingly face the dangers shows 
the inherent bravery of the American people 
and Iholr determination to olitain even ainuae- 
ment at the risk of danger. 
Aside from these considerations, the formation 
of clubs and State and national associations pre­ 
sents an advantage to the youth of this country. 
In these associations the members arc almost uiu 
consciously trained In the system of legislation. 
Business is conducted on tho same plan as in 
the legislative and corporate bodies through­ 
out the country, and the niembei-s of the clubs 
become fitted for the proper performance of 
their duties aa sovereigns. 
There is still an­ 
other advantage to be derived from associa- 
tious which may be formed In the loading 
amateur organizations, such as the Empire, 
Knickerbocker and Eagle clubs of New York, 
Excelsior and Star of Brooklyn, Eureka of 
Newark, and National of Albany; for In them 
geutleraen of tho highest standing in business 
and social circles may be found, aiding by tiielr 
presence and their influence the progress and 
permanency of the national game.

A cable despatch informs us that Cardinal 
Cullen, the Catholic Archbishop of Ireland, 
has just addressed a letter to the Catholio 
College, stating that if the Irish Church bill is 
mutilated by the Peers the nation must have a 
fuller measure of justice. 
A t the same time 
we are told that the London Times has come 
out editorially against the amendments of the 
Lords. 
According to the Times, the amend­ 
ments of the Lords make the bill more favor­ 
able to tie Established Church and more 
offensive in its provisions. 
It is maaifest, 
therefore, that a turning point 
has booD 
reached in the history of the bill. 
Mr. Glad­ 
stone’s bill was completely satisfactory to the 
Catholics of Ireland ; but it Is the conviction 
of the Catholics that, if the Lords have their 
way, they will perpetuate offensive distinc­ 
tions. 
In these circumstances it will not lie 
wonderful If the bill, which, of course, will bo 
sent down to the Commons in its amended 
form, bo sent back to the liOrds in its original 
shape. 
It is far from impossible that this 
Irish Chtirch bill may yet prove a fruitful source 
of trouble. 
This outburst of popular feeling 
will be all the more embarrassing to tlie 
Ministry that they have promised to introdiico 
a clause, to meet the wishes of the Lords, pro­ 
viding that the Irish Itinhops sliall retain their 
seats ill the Upper House. 


Ilovernaianf Adveriisinc Dodara. 


It appears that in the War Department a 
considerable number of Treasury leaks havo 
been discovered in the matter of the govern­ 
ment advertising, and that there is, or has 
been, a looseness in the management of this 
business which has enabled the Washington 
newspapers 
so far, by various 
ingenious 
dodges, to make something handsome out of 
the government without spooial or general 
authority by law. 
We are gratified to hear 
that such discoveries have been made.'<: We 
know from the Corporation advertising of this 
city how this business is made to support 
newspapers which otherwise would soon starve 
to death; but as our Uxpayers aeem to be 
aatlsfled whether our Corporation expenses are 
flfleen, twenty or twenty-five millions a year 
we drop ths subject. But the national govern­ 
ment advertising is another matter, 
The 
national Treasury Is not so flush of funds and 
resources as that of the city of New York, 
and cannot longer afford to indulge in such 
luxuries as the squandering of millions of 
money with nothing fo sliow for It, 
The New 
York city tax levy, with iis to have to foot the 
bills, makes all right. Mid if it grows faster 
than the city, our cltizena being agreed, tliore 
is an end of the controversy. 
Not so is it 
with the national Treasury. 
Retrenchment 
and reform must tliere be enforced, or wo 
shall some fine <lay, and within a few year.», 
have a collapse. 
Hence, we say, let even 
these goverainiuil advertising leaks bo stuppcil, 
and if tho newspapers concerned die. in conse­ 
quence let them <llc.

Washington, July 4,1889. 
Despatches received by a near lady relative of the 
General in command of the Cuban forces, now re- 
ildlng near this city, give a full account of the at­ 
tempt to succor itie .Spauish forces lu Las Tunas. A 
train, with a force of from l,5oo to 2,500 men as a 
guard, was sent to relieve the garrison at that place. 
They were interrupted by a squadron of General 
Marmol’s cavalry and a large portion of the train 
captured. In the contest the Spantsh loss wa-s over 
200. They succeeded lu reacning Laa Tunas with a 
portion of the train and found tbe garrison suffering 
from cholera and au acclimating fever, which had 
almost rendered It helple.ss. After a few days the 
disease broke out among tbe reinforcements. The 
enrampnient was vacated, and after severe loss tbe 
garrison succeeded in tneir retreat. 
In the Cinco Villas district the forces under Lesea 
have been repuUed with considerable slaughter, and 
the whole territory regained to the Cuban army.

pose a diplomatist to tlie alternative of beinc either 
rude or uui'jtlthful to his trust.

English government,- if not agreeable, is fortunately 
simple- 
Tue differences of opinion winch existed as to the 
policy of Lord Stanley and Lord Clarendon m their 
conduct of the negotiations liave lost ail practical 
imnortance. 
A pliability which might have bei*n 


deemed both excessive in Itself and inexpedient for 
its immediate object, has pa*overt the incidental ad- 
vantage or proving to the worW that the ultimate 
-failure was not the fault of England. Concession 
produced constantly increasing demands and a con- 
tumelious rebuQ'. There is no danger that the only 
remaining course of patient firmness will give any 
just ground for offence. Even American suscepti- 
bility can scarcely have lound any pretext for re- 
sentment in Lord Clarendon's cautious answer to

The Neut Freie. fresse of Vienna states that the

Here the junction with 
the southern line will be effected, and nv this means 
the route from Trieste to Fiume, via Xouhern Italv 
to Southern France, wnl be accomplished, fn the 
other direction the State Bad way from Gros Kikan- 
da to Belgrade will be constructed, and thence be 
connected with the Servian Railway.

it has felt itself compelled, as we learn from 
a statement in the fmparr,!ci. one of the Ma- 
drid journals, to request the editors in ihe 
capital to treat the Cuban question in such, a 
way as to evince a disposition on the part of 
the people and government of Spain to accept 
any peaceful solution of the situation which 
should be consistent with the national honor. 
There is but one possible solution of this kind, 
aud that is through a friendly negotiation with 
our government, in which both may accept the 
changes that have now become inevitable. 


The altitude of Cuba in this emergency is 


one -which lends -itself to a peaceful solution. 
The history of nine months of revolutionary 
contest has shown to every reasoning man the 
impossibility of a forcible suppression of the 
insurrection, and the recent address of Gen- 
eral Rodas, the new Captain General, to the 
editors in Havana, was a wise recognition of 
the inefficacy of force. If he continues on 
this course and applies to the war now raging 
there the rules that restrain civilized contests 
and stops the inhuman butcheries of unresist- 
ing prisoners, he will add a new element of 
strength to the possibility of a peaceful and 
honorable solution by Spain. The nineteenth 
century cannot accept tho bloodthirsty pro- 
ceedings of the Spanish volunteers, blinded as 
they are with passion and hate; and if these 
continue with the sanction of the new regency 
in the peninsula the sympathies of the whole 


and 


its efforts to find stability for its rule will meet 
with cold repulses on every side. 


It is in these new developments that we find 


an explanation of the seemingly contradictory 
professions aad proceedings of tue adminis- 
tration at Washington. It perceives the ad- 
vance of the combatants by separate paths to 
the same solution—a negotiation with the 
United States. 
The republican, Cespedes, 


takes the longer road through war and its 
immense sacrifices, while the Recent, S*rr<mo, 
appeals to the shorter one of existing irieudlv 
relations ancl the facilities of diplomatic inter- 
course. The latter can be soonest travelled, 
and should, therefore, be the first one tried; 
but the administration will be wise not to 
injure its own hopes by an extraordinary con- 
descension to Spanish demands. 
If Spain 


could put down the revolution in Cuba she 
would not negotiate for the island, aad her 
diplomacy will hasten or delay in i«s develop- 
ment ia proportion as her hopes rise or fall. 
Her present conviction is that the revolution 
will find sympathy and aid in this country 
and that with this she cannot successfully con- 
tend. Convince her that our government -mil 
guard her from any such contingency, and the 


violators of the neutrality laws. Sr Domingo 
and Rayti muet soon follow stril, and we do not 
despair of seeing evea Mexico annexed to the 
United States. As for her Britannic J.iajesty's 
North American possessions, we ralher think 
that their annexation will depend on the final 
decision of the Alabama claims. Meanwhile 
we are in no hurry to have these claims settled. 
We can well aflbrd to bide our lime. 


Meanwhile, also, we can joyfully celebrate 


to-day, the glorious 
Fourth (which ia the 


fifth), inasmuch as we liave peace, or, at least, 
the fairest prospeel s of peace. In this city the 
ninety-third anniversary of the Declaration of 
Independence will be commemorated by rins- 
ing oi beils aad firing of cannon and display of 
flags and a Sne military parade in the mornmg.

little children. That it affords amusement is 
plainly shown by tlio thousands who (lock to 
witness contests belween any of the leading 
organizations. That it promotes the physical 
development is attested beyond a doubt by tho 
improved physique of thosu who practice wiJU 
tho bai and ball. There is, in short, no means or 
system of ouldoor sport which can present tho 
samo advantages as the national game of basa 
ball. Every portion of the physical syste-ii 
i» brought into action, white the mind is sub- 
jected, at the same tirao, to a recreative coursa 
of treatment. The eye is trained to take in at 
once tiie entire situation ; the hearing is quick- 
ened, to enable the players to note the slight- 
est click of a "tip" and to understand the call 
of the umpire or the order of the captains 
v/boa the other faculties are intent on some 
other point; tho judgment is exorcised BO as 
to enable the player to decide instantly on tho 
best course of action to benefit his party, and 
tho muscular strength Li developed by the run- 
ning, throwing, pitching and batting ia which 
all take part during the contest. 


The game has now been reduced to a science, 


and the objection which was formerly made to 
it, on the ground that, compared to cricket, it 
was child's plaj, can no longer be raised. It 
was considered by some as being too danger- 
ous ; fingers were broken and the players wero 
otherwise wounded, while ia cricket the men 
could pad thcras.iives so that they would not 
be hurt. Is it an objection to swimming that 
people are drowned sometimes? or to skating, 
that people are hurt by collisions or fulls on 
the ice f 
Besides, the fact that the players at 


base ball unflinchingly face the dangers shows 
the inherent bravery of the American people 
antl their determination to obtain even amuse- 
ment at the risk of danger. 


Aside from ihesc considerations, the formation 


of clubs and State and national associations pre- 
sents an advantage to the youth of this country. 
In these associations the members are almost un- 
consciously trained in the system of legislation. 
Business is conducted on the same plan as ia 
the les/sklive and corporate bodies through- 
out tha counlry, and the members of the clubs 
become fitted for the proper performance of 
their duties as soveicigns. There is still an- 
other advantage to be derived from associa- 
tions wbio'i jnay be (ormed in tiie leading 
nmalciir organ'.ztiliotlH, such as the Empire, 
Knickerbocker and 1'Lijle clubs of New York, 
Excelsior and Star of Brooklyn, Eureka of 
Newark, and National of Albany; lor in them 
gentlemen of the highest standing in business 
and social circles may be found, aiding by their 
presence and their influence the progress and 
permanency of the national game.

In this he lias bean 
mistaken, naturally -enough, perhaps; for, like 
hundreds of oiliers, he was not aware of the great 
depletion of capital to the Southern States. Last 
week our banks helu twenty-six millions of green-, 
liacks less than in the corresponding wetk of last 
3car. Whore has the difference gone to? The answer 
is easy, 'io the Southern states, whicli^itti the pas- 
f.»!te of the law preventing the organization of 
new national banks am! with the production of a 
cash crop or cotton, hare withdrawn money for local 
circulation. Had the organization or more banks 
lieen permitted ir floes not follow or course that the 
South would not have witndrawn some of our green- 
backs. The amount would have been leas, however. 
II would have been the quantity just requisite to 
maintain a legal reserve against their own local 
issues.

The legal 
tenders suspiciously decreased about, a million and 
a half- The statement is, however, a favorable one- 
jTor, while the deposits have fallen off so largely, 
tiierc is a gam of reserve of nearly a million and a 
Jbalf of dollars. It is evident from the steady con- 
iractile policy of tue banks during the past month 
that they are fortifying themselves against what 
jnust prove a very active and stringent fall money 
market, the indications of that fact being already so 
numerous in its present disordered and deranged 
state.
